THE HALL, 5 NORTHUMBERLAND ROAD 
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had been decided to break off diplomatic 
relations with France’s former ally. The. 
Council of Ministers, which met at Vichy 
yesterday, confirmed this decision, which 
was conveyed to a meeting of some fifty 
French Senators by Monsieur Laval. It 
probably will be ratified by the National 
Assembly, which will meet in the Vichy 
Casino next week in order to revise the 
French Constitution, and thereafter the. 
relations between France and Great 
Britain, according to Monsieur Badouin, 
will be placed “on a new footing.” In 
the meantime an exceedingly delicate 
position has been created. When Marshal 
Pétain and his colleagues decided to ask 
for an armistice certain officers of the 
French Army, Navy and Air Force decided 
to leave the country rather than submit to 
the Germans, and to organise resistance 
among Frenchmen elsewhere. General de 
Gaulle made-his headquarters in London, 
and issued a series of broadcast appeals 
to his fellow-countrymen, wherever they 
might be, to join him in a fight to a finish. 
It is announced now that any French 
national who fights against either Germany 
or Italy in the service of another Power 
will render himself liable either to the 
death penalty or to a life sentence of hard 
labour. The situation in respect of the 
French Fleet at Alexandria has not yet 
been clarified. It seems that Admiral 
Godfroy, who is the officer in command, 
has been presented by the British with 
the same set of conditions that was rejected 
by Admiral Gersoul at Oran. He does 
not seem to have taken any decision up to 
the present, and the situation is described 
by British authorities as being. “in 
abeyance.”’ On the other hand, the 
British representatives at Alexandria state 
categorically that no French ship will be 
permitted to leave the harbour, or to fall 
into German or Italian hands. There, 
for the moment, the matter must be 
allowed to stand. The breach between 
France and Great Britain will raise a 
number of. political and administrative 
problems in various parts of the world, 
There were rumours last night of 
skirmishes between French and British 
troops in Syria, for example, and wherever 
representatives of the former Allies are 
stationed together minor “ iacidents - 
will be bound to occur. It is impossible 
at present even to guess what, if any, 
influence this whole affair will have on 
the future progress of the -war. 
British undoubtedly have antagonised . a 
large section of French opinion. No 
reasonable man of any nationality could 
be surprised at French resentment, and 
nothing but praise can be given to the 
French sailors at Oran who obeyed the 
orders of their leaders. On the other 
hand, the British Government has gained 
possession of the bulk of the French Fleet, 
or, at least, has prevented its surrender 
to the Germans. Its position vis-a-vis a 
possible German attack on Great Britain, 
therefore, has been strengthened substan- 
tially, and Mr. Winston Churchill has 
declared publicly that, if the British win 
the war, one of their first concerns will be 
the restoration of the Frehch Republic to 
unimpaired sovereignty. : 


The Other Hemisphere

The “ Mandariús ” of the British War 
Office became a byword in the last war. 
and indignation at their dilatoriness and 
stupidity was widespread, but the tribe 
appears to have thriven on public 
opprobrium and to have multiplied 
exceedingly, according to letters and 
reports in the English newspapers. From 
the rising tide of indignation one gathers 
that the peace-time plan of doing things 
pretty much as they were done by great- 
grandfather in Wellington’s day still 
prevails at Whitehall. ‘‘ Business 
methods and administrative systems in the 
War Office need modernising,”’ says the 
Daily Telegraph. ‘Important schemes 
are often held up because of the slowness 
with which departmental files circulate.”’ 
We fear that the old-established ‘‘ dilly- 
and-dally ” system is entrenched in other 
places than Whitehall and much nearer 
home. .The fact that the tape used by our 
own bureaucrats has changed its colour 
from red to green does not mean that the 
system has altered—in fact, there are 
aggrieved citizens who claim that the green 
tape possesses even greater strangling 
powers, and who do not hesitate to state 
that the ancient Civil Service pastime of 
shelving ” has been developed to a degree 
never approached under the British 
administration in this country. The only 
Government department which they will 
admit has become more efficient under 
native government is that of the Inland 
Revenue officials, and the things that 
ordinary citizens have to say about these 
gentlemen’s “ ruthless efficiency ” are not 
suitable, as a rule, for publication. Our. 
own Board of Works is abused for being 
the reverse of efficient, but it. is doubtful 
if it ever has been indicted as severely as 
its opposite number in Great Britain 
has been. Practical electricians across the 
Channel, for instance, declare that they 
view with. astonishment the extent to 
which galvanised tubing has been insisted 
upon in Government contracts—especially 
in view of the fact that it is harder to 
work and more costly than the method 
which satisfies other people. The Air 
Ministry, it appears, also has the 
galvanised material fetish, and business men 
are demanding, in tones which daily grow 
more strident, that if the ‘‘ Mandarins”’ 
in all departments cannot be galvanised 
into. common-sense they should: be pen- 
sioned off, or electrocuted or something. 
Few of the conditions in England that 
have given rise to these waves of hostile 
criticism obtain in this country, but the 
ways of bureaucracy are remarkably, not 
to say affrightingly, similar the world 
over, and, in the present emergency, every 
care will be taken by the Government, 
we trust, to ensure that we are saved from 
anything like a Laocoén of Green Tape.

“Drastic and Stern’ 
Protest Lodged

7 HE French Government yesterday decided to break off diplo- 
matic relations with Great Britain as a result of the fight that 
took place at Oran between British and French warships. 


Earlier yesterday it was announced that a protest, which was 


described as ‘* drastic and stern,’’ had been | 


odged ‘with the 


Foreign Office in London by the French Chargé d’ Affaires. 


According to the Havas Agency; the decision to break off 
diplomatic relations was reached at a meeting of the Council of 
Ministers yesterday, after an examination of the situation resulting 
from what is described as ‘‘the unjustifiable aggression of a power- 
ful squadron of the British Fleet against the French squadron 


anchored at Mers-el-Kebir. ’’ 


The Ministers’ decision was communicated to a meeting of 
some fifty Senators by M. Laval, in the course of a review of the 
general political and diplomatic situation. 


_M. Laval also informed the Senators of the Government’s in- 
tentions regarding the forthcoming revision of the Constitution. 


The meeting of the National Assembly—the Senate and the 
Chamber of Deputies sitting jointly—which is to carry out the work 
of revising the Constitution will be held at the. Casino, Vichy. 
The separate meetings of the two bodies, to precede the National 
Assembly, will also take place at the Casino. 


A National Defence communiqué, issued in Vichy, recalls 
that, under the terms of the Armistice Convention, the French 
Government undertook to forbid all French nationals to fight against 
Germany or Italy in the service of States with which these coun- 


tries are still at war. 


Any persons contravening this undertaking, the communiqué 
adds, will be liable to a life sentence of hard’ labour or the death 


penalty. 


STATEMENT BY FOREIGN 
MINISTER 


The breaking off of diplomatic relations 
with Britain was announced to the French 
Press by M. Badouin, the French Foreign 
Minister, in an interview last night. 

‘Our relations with Britain.” he said, 
‘are being placed on a new footing. 

“ We had, with regret, this morning— 
that is, Thursday—to take the decision to 
break off our diplomatic relations with 
the country responsible for the blood of 
our sailors.’’ 

In his interview M. Badouin gave an 
outline of what he described as “ our 
relations with our former ally since the 
beginning of hostilities.” 


IN BRITAIN’S WAKE 


M. Badouin said :— 

'“ At the time when Great Britain has 
just launched against our ships moored in 
the roads at Mers-el-Kebir an aggressive 
action which will remain an indelible blot 
on British honour, it seems necessary to 
trace briefly our relations with our former 
ally since the beginning of hostilities. 

‘French foreign . icy has for many 
years been dictated by the desire to do 
nothing which could dissociate us from the 
foreign policy of Great Britain. The policy 
of sanctions which separated us from Italy 
was solely due to this anxiety. The same 
is true of our policy regarding Central 
Europe and Germany. i 

“The negotiations which terminated in 
the Munich agreement were personally 
conducted by Mr. Chamberlain. We 
entered the war with Germany in the wake 


of Britain, who declared war first.” 


THE MEUSE DISASTER 


M. Baudouin then gave an account of 
the French mobilisation effort, adding 
that after the disaster on the Meuse on 
the day after he took over the command 
General Weygand asked the British Army, 
in common with the French armies in the 
north and the Belgian Army, to take part 
in an offensive in the south-west in order 
to break the strangehold of the German 
armies and effect a. junction with the 
French armies in the south. 

“ The British Army,” he said, “having 
acceptad in principle, hesitated, and then 
withdrew on northern ports to embark. 
We then had to order the retreat of our 
armies in the north, and these fo 
the last day to enable four-fifths of the 
British Army to be saved, while barely 


half of the French Army could be saved.” 


“ ACTED LOYALLY ” . 


M. Baudouin then alluded to the posi: 
tion of the Government regarding the Fleet 
at the time of the armistice, = = 
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tries to leave port. These facts cannot 
fail to have a great influence on the 
orientatioon of our policy. 

“Our relations with Britain ate being 
placed on a new footing. We had, with 
regret, this morning to take the decision 
to break off diplomatic relations with the 
country responsibi2 for the blood of our 
sailors. : . 

““I ‘recall also: that for ten days past 
Britain has had no diplomatic representa- 
tive in France; although 1 have several 
times asked our Chargé d’Affaires in 
London to make representations to the 
British Government so that direct contact 
with the French Goernment could be re- 
established. 

“To this inconsidered act of hostility 

the French Government did not reply 
with a hostile act. 
“It remains calm, watching the 
development of a situation which it did 
not desire, and anxious only to defend 
by what means are left to it, and by the 
attitude which it believes it should adopt, 
the honour and interest of France.’’

The spokesman replied: '' There is no off- 
cial information confirming this Press report, 
though the opinion prevails in various circles 
that the U.S. is backing Great Britain.” — 

The Nichi Nichi Shimbun came out this 
morning with a report that Great Britain and 
the Chungking Government were approaching 
the United States with the idea of enlisting 
America’s help in bringing pressure to bear 
on Japan. bhi 

The ''projected alignment of Great Britain 
and the United States in aid of Chungking,” 
said this newspaper, ''will only serve to 
tighten Japan's measures for dealing with 
French Indo-China.’ It added that opinion

- THE QUAIL IN IRELAND 


AA.

ESCRIBED in the text, books as the only 

D game bird which is a summer-visitor to 
the British Isles, and which spends the 

winter in Africa, the quail was known as a 
common bird in I over three centuries 

, and continued so until 1850 or later. 
iene, the noted Irish naturalist, 
mentioned that in the winter of 1831-32 his 
attention was directed for the first time to 
the presence of quail in Ireland throughout 
the year. From then until the publication of 
his ‘‘ Natural History of Ireland,” in 1850, 
Thompson remarked that there was soem 
@ day from November to March on whi 
uail were not exposed for sale by game- 
dealers in Belfast. After 1880 the quail was 
generally looked upon as extinct in this 
country except for odd notices of its occur- 
rence. It ‘reappeared in very small numbers 
in certain localities as a summer-visitor in 
1892, and some subsequent years with remark- 
able regularity. ; 
Owing to its secretive habits, the presence 
of the quail would often pass unnoticed but 
for its characteristic call. A popular render- 
ing of the call is ‘‘ wet-my-lip,’ which brings 
to mind the passage from Gilbert White: 
“To hear the soft quail his tender ia 
relate.” Watters, the old Dublin naturalist, 
in his delightful book on Irish birds, published 
in the middle of last century, remarked that 
the call-note of the quail was so pleas- 
ing that which w

J. Irwin tells me that in 1 when he met 
with the quail in Antrim it showed a pre- 
ference for the flax stubbles. 
Forty years ago the late R. J. Ussher, 
in “The Birds of Ireland,” stated that the 
decline in the numbers of quail in Ireland 
which had been going on for over half a 
century could not be explained by conversion 
of tillage into pasture, and expressed the 
opinion that the wholesale netting of the 
birds in the Mediterranean countries during 
migration was the real cause of the scarcity 
in this country. For centuries it has been 
the practice to net quail during spring and 
autumn migrations to and from Europe and 
to export the birds alive to European markets 
for fattening and killing.
